Returning to Boggs, in whom I overheard your interest when 1 va..; awaiting °huck a 
week or so ago, if he uses any of that stuff he may never recover from it, its potential 
ia that bad# If you doubt it, please como, .,ith or without Tom Boggs, and let me play

I have to leave for New York in the morning# As I told °imck, there is a press 
conference scheduled# There i 3 advance indication of a pretty fair turnout. To a degree 
what I offer will not be controlled by me but by the publisher* who has all the originals 
and is copies for distribution at the preoi conference. However, to the dogree it 

is possible, despite his long delay with it, I will withhold what he ha3 been sitting on 
and eays he wants. x hi 3 goes for what you said you* d like, but nor chances there are 
slimmer if those at the conference have read tlio book. If I can 1 1 hold it, I have si mil ar, 
unpublished ns te rial, in some ways more sensational, onu I wUu let you have it. 

If I can keep to tha present schedule, 1*11 be back late Wednesday night. I do not 
know whether 1*11 have to go to Washington Thursday, if I'm back by then. If I do not, there 
will be ouch uail to be attended, for I h^vc consiuorable correspondence* with others working 
seriously and unselfishly in the areas of my intorest# I have to be in Baltimore by 2*30 
Friday.
